The Town of Fort Erie is show¬ 
ing its support for the Ontario 
Health Coalition (OHC), who 
recently issued a report that is 
highly critical of the Niagara 
Health System (NHS) and its 
hospital improvement plan. 

The report is the product of 
hearings held in 12 municipali¬ 
ties, including the southern tier 
ofNiagara. 

There are two recommenda¬ 
tions in the report that local 
politicians agree need to be 
addressed. 

The first suggests that the 
provincial government should 
"send an investigator under the 
provisions of the Public 
Hospitals Act to investigate seri¬ 
ous complaints and unresolved 
issues in the NHS."

This specifically refers to issues 
regarding finances, human resources, 
management and the accessibility to 
quality care in Niagara. In addition to 
investigating the previously mentioned 
issues, the OHC feels an immediate 
review and evaluation of the impact of 
the service cuts in Niagara should be 
conducted. 

"This review should include meaning¬ 
ful and accessible public input," says the 
recommendation. 

The second resolution supported by 
local elected officials is that the province 
should place a moratorium on closures 
of emergency departments. 

"There is no appropriate assessment of 
capacity and policy to ensure reasonable 
access to urgent care in these regions 
and restructuring costs have not been 
assessed or approved," reads the report. 


tions officer for the NHS said public 
debate is fundamental when it comes to 
improving something as important as 
healthcare and that the OHC has been a 
“catalyst" for dialogue on healthcare 
matters locally, provindally and nation¬ 


ally. 

“The NHS wants to work constructive¬ 
ly with communities and their elected 
members,” said Clark. 

A statistic the NHS has regularly 
brought up during debate over its hospi¬ 
tal plan is that 95 per cent of patients who 
used the emergency room at Douglas 
Memorial before the plan’s implementa¬ 
tion were being treated with the same 
level of care provided at urgent care cen- 

The other five per cent are taken to a 
site with the proper equipment and 
medical professionals. 

“Patients should receive their care at 
the most appropriate full-service emer¬ 
gency room, not necessarily the closest 
emergency room,” said Clark. 

Clark continued by saying that an 
investigation into the NHS would not 
change the realities faced by hospitals, 
saying the hospital plan addresses evi¬ 
dence-based challenges relating to qual¬ 
ity and resources. 

“The NHS is committed to enhancing 
service and improving quality care to 
Niagarans and die changes outlined in 
the HIP are fundamental to quality 
improvement,” said Clark.

“We had no idea what to 
expect there,” said Paul 
Bernier, the school’s precision 
machining teacher.

Although his skills at preci¬ 
sion machining are top notch 
in Canada at a Grade 12 level, 
he said this isn’t the field he 
will be going into for post sec¬ 
ondary education. 

Calvert plans on taking a 
computer engineering pro¬ 
gram and is also in the midst 
of creating his own custom 


Bernier said much of the 
credit needs to go to Aerosafe 
Technologies who have 
always accepted co-op stu¬ 
dents into their work environ¬ 
ment to gain a better under¬ 
standing of the field.
